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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 19 July 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The prior office action rejected claims 1-27 under 35 U.S.C. 101 as directed towards 
non-statutory subject matter. In response, applicant filed a detailed defense as to why the 
claims are statutory. The examiner believes that most of the applicant's arguments are not 
relevant to the issue at hand, save for that presented on pages 18-19, "The practical application 
of the claimed invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result." 

The examiner cites the following portion of applicant's claim: 

"... selecting a power management timer setting from the range of power management 
timer settings based on the estimated energy value to complete the series of tasks for each of 
the plurality of settings within the range of settings" [claim 1, lines 9-1 1]. 

The examiner maintains the original grounds for rejection, specifically that the claims do 
not produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result. From the language of the claim, it appears 
to the examiner that the last step of the method is a selection of a value. Thus, the result of 
the method as claimed is nothing more than a numerical value. Applicant's claim does 
not include limitations that actually describe the application of that numerical value to 
produce some useful, concrete, tangible result. If, for example, applicant had added an 
additional limitation which claimed that the selected numerical value is applied towards some 
machine or process which results in some tangible result or product, then applicant's claims 
would be statutory. But as the claims are currently written, there are no such additional 
limitations. Therefore, the examiner is forced to conclude that the result is not useful (because 
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a numerical value alone lacks utility unless applied towards something), nor is it tangible (since 
a numerical value is nothing more than an abstract concept). 

The examiner notes further that, since the method implemented by the system and 
instructions on a machine readable medium (claims 10 and 19) is similar in scope to that of 
claim 1, claims 10 and 19 are also non-statutory. The system and machine readable 
instructions also do not produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1-27 recite steps for selecting a power management timer setting from a range of 
power management timer settings. As recited, the claims merely present a series of 
steps/computations without a useful, concrete, and tangible result. In particular, the result of the 
recited steps is merely a selection of a value based on a series of calculations/comparisons. 
Since there is no recitation of any subsequent steps that show the result of the selection step 
being used to perform some task that results in a useful, concrete, tangible result, the claims are 
judged to be non-statutory.
